G.S.R. 403(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (h) of sub-section (2) of Section 87, read with 
Section 457 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958), the Central Government hereby makes die following rules to 
amend the Merchant Shipping (Cancellation or Suspension of Certificate of Competency) Rules, 2003, namely 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Merchant Shipping (Cancellation or Suspension of Certificate of Competency) 
Amendment Rules, 2005. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Merchant Shipping (Cancellation or Suspension of Certificate of Competency) Rules, 2003, for rule 5, the 
following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“Provision for appeal against order of cancellation/suspension 

(1) A pemon whose certificate has been cancelled or suspended may prefer an appeal against such order of 
cancellation or suspension to the Director General within a period of thirty days from the date of receipt of such order. 

(2) An appeal under sub-rule (1) shall be disposed of within ninety days of the receipt of the appeal.”
